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Horror: The young man 
scaled the hospital 
chimney before 
plunging to his death 




Two investigations have been 
launched into how a 20-year-old 
mental health patient managed to 
climb a huge hospital chimney on 
Friday before falling to his death. 

The young man was spotted at 
the top of the chimney at Epsom 
Hospital early on Friday evening. 

Police reached the scene and 
were waiting for the 
arrival of a trained 
negotiator when, to 
the horror of many 
bystanders, the man 
plunged to his death 
at 6.20pm. 

He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust, 
which runs three inpatient mental 
health wards at the hospital, con¬ 
firmed he was one of their patients. 

A spokesman said: “We offer our 
sincere condolences to his family. 
We are currently supporting Sur¬ 
rey Police with their enquiries.” 

She said the trust was providing 
support for staff who had wit¬ 
nessed or been affected by the 
traumatic incident. 

An Epsom and St Helier Universi¬ 
ty Hospitals NHS Trust spokes¬ 
woman said an investigation had 
been launched into how he man¬ 
aged to gain access to the chimney, 
which is in a sealed area. 

She said: “It’s not a public area so 


it is usually not accessible.” 

Police confirmed they are investi¬ 
gating what happened, although 
they do not believe that anyone else 
was involved. They have referred 
the incident to Independent Police 
Complaints Commission - stan¬ 
dard practice when police have 
been involved and there has been a 
death. 

A Surrey Police spokesman said: 
“Officers requested assistance 
from the on-duty negotiator in the 
county. However, the man fell and 
died within min¬ 
utes of their 
arrival and be¬ 
fore a negotiator 
could reach the 
scene.” 

A man, who 
was visiting a 
relative at the 
time of the fall, 
said: “He climbed 
all the way to the 
top and stayed there about five to 10 
minutes. I didn’t see it happen my¬ 
self but I think there were quite a 
lot of people who saw it. 

“I think they were trying to 
coax him down. 

“I’m amazed that someone got ac¬ 
cess without anyone stopping him. 
I feel sorry for the family and any¬ 
one who witnessed it.” 

Commenting on our website a 
close family friend of the dead 
man, said he had received good psy¬ 
chiatric care and the public had a 
right to know what happened. 

Paying tribute she said: “We will 
always miss you. I hope you’ve 
finally found peace.”

Jailed criminals could soon 
be allowed out into the com¬ 
munity if Downview becomes 
as an open prison for men in 
October. 

Downview, in Banstead, 
closed as a women’s prison 
last October, but is being ren¬ 
ovated and converted into a 
male prison. 

In its previous guise, it was 
a closed prison - meaning 
serving prisoners were not 
allowed to leave its grounds. 

But the Ministry of Justice 
(MoJ) has said it cannot rule 
out Downview becoming an 
open prison for men. 

In a category D, or open, 
prison - which are sometimes 
known as training prisons - 
inmates can be allowed out to 
work in the community or 
even take home leave if they 
are assessed as being low-risk. 

The news comes in the 


same month a convicted vio¬ 
lent robber known as the 
“Skull Cracker” was able to 
abscond from open prison 
Standford Hill, on the Isle of 
Sheppy. 

The escape of the criminal, 
Miichael Wheatley, prompted 
the Prime Minister to an¬ 
nounce a review of proce¬ 
dures at open prisons. 

But, despite this, the MoJ 
said Downview could still be¬ 
come an open prison. 

An MoJ spokesman said: 
“No decision has been made. 
Nothing has been ruled out.” 

One Downview worker, who 
asked not to be named, said: 
“We are in the dark. I did not 
know there was any chance 
of it being an open prison, 
but I heard some rumours 
and I am worried they are not 
telling us otherwise. 

“I do not have anything 
against open prisons, but I 
think people should be told 
if that is what is going to 
happen.” 

Daniel Diodato, of Long- 
croft Avenue, in Banstead, 


said he would be “pretty hor¬ 
rified” if it is the case. 

“There must be better 
places for an open prison. 

“How many times do you 
hear about somebody from 
an open prison - a murderer 
or rapist - who goes out on 
day release and commits 
another crime? It only hap¬ 
pened last week. 

“Why do we want hardened 
criminals out on day release 
in a nice countryside setting 
like Banstead? 

“I would object to it and do 
everything in my power to 
stop it and I think a lot of peo¬ 
ple would.” 

Banstead Village Council¬ 
lor Sam Walsh said the coun¬ 
cil has not been given any 
indication Downview could 
become an open prison. 

But Coun Walsh stressed if 
this is an option then a safe 
system must be put in place 
to properly protect the 
community at large. 

He said: “If they get it right, 
I do not have any problem 
in principle. It is a matter 


of getting it right.” 

Banstead Village Residents’ 
Association Roger Collins 
said he did not know what 
residents would make of the 
idea, but from a personal 
point of view, Mr Collins 
said: “In principle, we should 
not see it as a matter for 
concern.”

The spokesman said Net¬ 
work Rail had met Epsom 
and Ewell MP Chris Grayling 
to discuss other possible 
long-term options including a 
bridge. 

He said: “We are going to 
work with him and the local 
authority on what to do in the 
future.”

Appealing for witnesses, Detective 
Sergeant Leigh Wall said: “This was no 
doubt a terrifying ordeal for the victim 
and it is unacceptable for someone to be 
threatened in such a manner.”

Robbers night raid 
at shopping centre

Masked robbers smashed 
their way into a shopping 
centre on Monday night de¬ 
spite alarms, CCTV cameras 
and 24-hour security. 

It is the first time in more 
than 30 years that the Ashley 
Centre, Epsom, has been bro¬ 
ken into in this way and gen¬ 
eral manager David Beddows 
said he thought it was a well 
planned raid.

The men smashed their 
way in through the glass of a 
back door to the centre and 
then smashed the window 
cabinet at the jewellers, 
which was not secured be¬ 
hind a metal grille, and 
grabbed a number of 
high value TAG Heuer 
watches from the display just 
before midnight.

Mr Beddows said: “These 
guys knew what they were 
doing. This was carefully 
planned I feel. Nobody was 
hurt. That’s the most impor¬ 
tant thing to remember. 

“We will be looking at our 
systems and making sure 
they are suitable for the level 
of threat.” 

He said police arrived at the 
scene straight away, adding: 
“I have got nothing but admi¬ 
ration for them. They will 
now do their investigations.” 

He said: “We take pride in 
the centre. Epsom has a good 
safe feel and I would hate for 
that to change.” 

Andre Nombreuse, sales as¬ 
sistant at Stormfront oppo¬ 
site Ernest Jones, said: “I just 
walked in this morning and 
saw the smashed window. 

“I’m surprised because the 
security is really good. We 
have never had anything this 
big happen before.” 

Customer Ann Longman 
said: “It makes me feel frus¬ 
trated and angry. 

“I think it is quite secure 
here, but if they are deter¬ 
mined they will break in.” 

Ernest Jones reopened the 
morning after the raid, and 
said all the watches have seri¬ 
al numbers and are traceable. 
Police urged anyone offered a 
cut-price TAG Heuer to get in 
touch.

directors of Longshot 
Cherkley Court, whose 
number includes Joel Cad¬ 
bury of the chocolate dynasty, 
said they want to start build¬ 
ing work on the nearly 
400-acre Cherkley Court es¬ 
tate as soon as possible and 
complete it by summer 2016. 

On Friday, Mr Edwards 
proudly showed off the stun¬ 
ning art deco decor, including 
Winston Churchill’s bath and 
the private cinema where the 
iconic leader once quaffed 
whiskey with press baron and 
owner Lord Beaverbrook. 

Mr Edwards said the High 
Court battle and quashing of 
planning permission until a 
Court of Appeal ruling in 
their favour last week, had 
cost the company many 
millions of pounds. 

Asked whether they would 
respect a plea from campaign¬ 
ers not to touch Forty Acre 
Field, an area of great biodi¬ 
versity, until a possible chal¬ 
lenge to the Supreme Court 
has been settled, Mr Edwards 
said: “I don’t think there is 
anything to respect.

“The campaigners really 
just want to stop us doing this. 

“I think they are disregard¬ 
ing really the quality of what 
we intend to reinstate on that 
area. 

’’For us, it has been quite 
a torturous process, very 
emotional and very costly. 

”We want to get on with 


something that we think will 
add a lot to the community in 
terms of jobs and manage¬ 
ment of an estate that 
would otherwise be lost to the 
public.” 

Last week, three Lord 
Justices at the Court of Ap¬ 
peal overturned the High 
Court judgement that had 
quashed planning permission 
at the end of a legthy 
judicial review brought by 
countryside campaigners, the 
Cherkley Campaign. 

Mr Edwards said: “Personal¬ 
ly it was an emotional relief, 
but something that I expected 
would be granted. 

“It was a relief and a feeling 
of vindication.” 

The Cherkley Campaign, 


which had won the judicial re¬ 
view over the way Mole Valley 
councillors granted planning 
permission, has not given up 
and now plans to seek leave to 
appeal at the Supreme Court. 

But Mr Edwards said: “Per¬ 
sonally I would be surprised if 
it goes to the Supreme Court. 

“It’s ironic because when 
Mole Valley Council decided 
to go to the Court of Appeal, 
the campaigners made a big 
issue of the public funds being 
risked and spent. 

“We are not developing a fac¬ 
tory here, we are not fracking, 
we are not building a nuclear 
power plant. We are actually 
building something that em¬ 
braces the biodiversity and 
ecology and enhances it.”

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Father and son facing jail 
over £45k armed robbery

An “extremely dangerous” 
father and son have been 
found guilty of a brutal 
armed robbery outside a 
Co-op store that netted them 
£45,000. 

Terrance Clark, 50, and his 
son Lewis Clark, 27, of Thes¬ 
saly Road, Battersea, were 
found guilty of conspiracy to 
rob and possession of an imi¬ 
tation firearm with criminal 
intent at Guildford Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

A masked gunman pistol- 
whipped brave cash delivery 
driver James Smith after he 
refused to hand over his 
cash box in Tattenham Cres¬ 
cent, Tattenham Corner on 
January 30 last year. 

Police said they spent nine 
month putting together the 
case against the pair and a 
month on from the robbery, 
they carried out what is 
believed to be the world’s 
first reconstruction of a 
crime on Twitter which 
reached 53,000 people. 

Police said they hoped the 
verdict would help the trau¬ 
matised cash delivery driver 


to move on in his life. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Paul Rymarz said: “The 
Clarks are clearly extremely 
dangerous individuals and 
thankfully due to the verdict 
today are likely to remain off 
the streets of Surrey for 
some time. 

’’Neither Terrance or Lewis 
have shown a shred of re¬ 
morse for this horrific crime, 
which was committed for no 
other reason other than pure 
greed.” 

The court had heard how 
one of the pair pointed a 


pistol at Mr Smith’s chest 
and pulled the trigger. 

It did not fire and the gun¬ 
man used the weapon to beat 
him, smashing his teeth and 
jaw. 

He told the court: “I could 
sort of start to feel my mouth 
fill up with blood. It was 
repeated. Bang. Strike after 
strike.” 

He fell down and the cash 
box came out of his grasp as 
he was kicked, punched and 
stamped on. 

The pair claimed in court 
that rather than doing the 


robbery that day they had 
been dealing cannabis to a 
relative in Box Hill and their 
car had broken down that 
morning. 

But the getaway car, a 
stolen Chevrolet found near 
the scene, was photographed 
in convoy with Terrance 
Clark’s car on the A240 two 
weeks before the attack. 

Telephone analysis by the 
police revealed that both 
father and son had been in 
Tadworth on Wednesday 
mornings and Tuesdays in 
the run-up to the robbery. 

A laptop seized from the 
son’s partner’s home showed 
someone had been searching 
online for “successful bank 
robbery”, “grabbing secure 
boxes” and similar terms. 

The prosecution said the 
pair appeared to come into 
money in the weeks after the 
robbery with Lewis Clark 
spending large amounts of 
cash at a designer outlet, 
Bicester Village. 

Lewis Clark had claimed in 
court that he carried out the 
robbery-related searches on 
the laptop because he wanted 
to warn his friend against tak¬ 
ing a job at a security firm. 

They will be sentenced on 
June 13.

Police reaching out 
to minority groups

From Asian taxi drivers to ex-of¬ 
fenders, Surrey Police’s champi¬ 
on for minority communities has 
spent the past year identifying 
and reaching out to people across 
the county. 

Shiraz Mirza, a Liberal Demo¬ 
crat councillor in Kingston, was 
appointed assistant commission¬ 
er for equality and diversity by 
Surrey’s Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Kevin Hurley last June. 

The 62-year-old said he has 
loved meeting, and getting to 
know, the many varied minority 
groups in the county. 

He said: “I have been reaching 
out to everyone and still need to 
reach out to more. This sort of 
work has never been undertaken 
before within the police.” 

His engagements in the last year 
have included attending meetings 
of gay and lesbian communities, 
meeting Sunni and Shia Muslims, 
Sikhs, those from the Baha’i faith, 
having regular meetings with 
neighbourhood police teams, 
meeting members of the armed 
forces in Camberley, attending do¬ 
mestic abuse and mental health 
awareness events and considering 
the issues around modern

day slavery. 

An area he has started focusing 
on recently with Mr Hurley is the 
rehabilitation of Surrey’s offend¬ 
ers within the community. 

He said many “surprise” groups 
have come out of the woodwork - 
including 600 Asian taxi drivers 
based in Woking who want to be 
the “eyes and ears” of the police. 

Councillor Mirza, who was 
Kingston’s first Asian mayor, 
feeds information back from 
these communities to Surrey Po¬ 
lice and Mr Hurley. 

One prominent issue he has 
started tackling is gold theft in 
Asian family homes. 

He said: “Burglars come in 
specifically for the gold - they 


come armed with metal detectors 
and leave everything else. 

“All across Surrey it’s happen¬ 
ing and sometimes people feel 
when they are reporting crimes to 
police officers they feel instead of 
being the victim they have be¬ 
come the villain as they get asked 
questions like ‘How long have you 
been in this country?’. 

“The police need to be more 
sympathetic in the way they 
reach out to them and they need 
to change their perceptions of 
these people.” 

Coun Mirza said he is looking to 
organise a trip to the county’s 
gypsy and traveller sites and said 
the subject of camps is one he 
feels very passionately about. 

He said: “They are part of the 
minority groups. People need to 
understand the problem from 
both sides. They have rights as we 
have rights so we need to look into 
and ensure we have proper con¬ 
sultation as new camps will have 
an impact on the whole of the 
county.” 

He added: “I am here for every¬ 
one. Anyone with local diverse is¬ 
sues, I am happy to reach out.”

Tories active all year round 
not merely at election time 


I note one of the local Liberal 
Democrat Councillors has recent¬ 
ly written you a letter (Tories are 
only active at election time, May 2) 
repeating a line they trot out 
every so often, that the Conserva¬ 
tives are “only active at election 
time”.

Located in Rectory Lane the curry 
house has been doing what it 
knows best since 1989 - producing 
excellent Indian and Bangladeshi 
fayre in particular its baltis. 

Walking into the restaurant you 
are immediately hit by the 
wonderful exotic curry smells that 
only serve to whet the appetite. 

The polite and smiling staff were 
quick to welcome us and lead us to 
our table. 

I counted tables enough for about 
80 diners that was a comfortable 
number for a restaurant that size, 
without feeling squashed in. 

Behind us on the wall was a huge 
poster of the restaurant staff with 
the headline claiming it as the Epsorr 
Guardian's curry house of 2013 - 
a bold statement this reviewer 
would heartily agree with an 
hour-and-a-half later. 

The restaurant prides itself on its 
excellent menu with its famed 
balti dishes a must for all 
visitors. 

The menu itself was 
extensive offering 
everything you would 
expect from an Indian 
restaurant. 

For starters I went 
for the tandoori fish - 
Bangladeshi fish marinated 
in yoghurt and cooked in a clay 
oven - which was mouth-wateringly 
delicious. 

The fish, so easily overcooked, was 
done to perfection. 

Then for the main course I opted for 


the lamb chana. 

The lamb was done 
just right while the 
array of herbs and 
chick peas got my 
taste buds tingling 
with delight. 

A pistachio kulfi was 
ordered to round off the meal, 
all washed down with a refreshing 
bottle of Kingfisher and a glass of 
red for my wife. 

My partner's meal of jhol kakraa - 
crab meat cooked in a mixture of 


authentic herbs and spices and 
garnished with fresh coriander - 
king prawn bahar, as well as a kulfi 
to finish the meal was equally 
superb. 

The restaurant also has a branch 
in Twickenham while also offering 
a takeaway service for those 
wanting to savour its excellent 
curries in the comfort of their own 
home. 

Ashtead Balti is open seven days a 
week including bank holidays and it is 
definitely worth a visit or two.

Welovecurry 


Our love affair with curry is not 
as recent as you would think - 
although some of the dishes we 
now enjoy owe more to the British 
palate than traditional cuisine, 
writes Beverley Morrison. 

The first Indian Restaurant 
in London, the Hin- 
dostanee Coffee 
House, opened 
in Portman 
Square over 
200 years 
ago in 1809. 

But our love 
of a curry 
goes back even 
further, to the 
mid-17th century 
when the British East 
India Company first began trading 
with Tamil merchants in south 
east India. 

Curry receipes even featured in 
one of the earliest cookery books, 
Hannah Glasse's The Art of 
Cookery, published in 1747. 

The word 'curry' is thought to 
come from the Tamil word 'kari' 
meaning a sauce of meat and veg¬ 
etables cooked with spices. 

British traders who went to the 
south Asian subcontinent all 
returned with a love of the 
various local dishes and the term 
curry was a catch-all description. 

Each region of south Asia has its 
own style of cuisine, which was 
quite often drier and originally 
less hot than the modern dishes. 

In fact it was the Portuguese who 
brought chilli pepper from 


Columbia to India. 

Indian migrant Dean Mohamed 
opened the Hindostanee, which 
proved a hit with the British at 
the height of the Empire. Even 
Queen Victoria was a curry fan. 

Today there are Indian and 
Asian restaurants in 
every town and city. 
Indeed the late 
Robin Cook, for¬ 
mer foreign sec¬ 
retary once 
described the 
ever popular 
chicken tikka 
masala as "a true 
national dish." 

But in fact masala - 
which means mixture - is 
actually a modern Indian dish de¬ 
veloped by restaurateurs because 
we Brits prefer our curries wet 
(with sauce) rather than dry. 

But it seems our love of curry 
might actually be good for us. 
Scientists are now researching the 
medicinal powers of certain curry 
spices - particularly curamin 
which is a constituent of the spice 
turmeric. 

Laboratory tests already show it 
can beat cancer cells and is effec¬ 
tive against certain types of 
arthritis. In fact diseases such as 
stomach cancer are very rare in 
India where curries are eaten two 
or three times a day. 

So the next time you sit down to 
a curry, remember it won't just 
taste terrific, it's likely to be good 
for you as well!

Extra space will increase property value 



As the housing market continues 
its recovery, the National 
Association of Estate Agents 1 
(NAEA) today reveals the home 
extensions most likely to add 
value to a property ahead of sale. 

Research conducted as a part of 
NAEA’s latest monthly housing 
market report revealed that 
almost half (49 per cent) of estate 
agents say adding an extra 
bedroom - usually by converting 
loft space - is the best way of 
adding value to a property.

“Our research shows that 
bedrooms and kitchens are seen as 
the most sensible areas for 
expansion, and this certainly rings 
true when a property comes on to 
the market. 

“The number of bedrooms is 
usually the first criteria house 
hunters select, therefore if it’s 
possible to add an additional 
bedroom, there can be an 


immediate effect on price. 
Remember that securing the 
necessary consents is an absolute 
must before any work starts, 
and any unapproved work can 
have a significant impact on resale 
value.

Recovery slowed by skills shortage 


A shortage of skills is threatening 
the pace of recovery in the housing 
market - that's according to the 
Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS).

Now that the industry is 
experiencing an upturn in workload 
that is broadening out across the 
whole of the UK, it must ensure it 
has the capability to capitalise on 
these opportunities."

Incentives to buy a plug-in car 
could include free parking 


The government is to extend the 
£5,000 grant scheme open to 
anyone who buys a car with plug-in 
electric power. 

It is part of a £500 million move to 
encourage car owners - and city 
authorities - to take up the electric 
car baton and run with it. 

The initiative will give cities a 
chance to win government funding 
to further the sales of electric cars 
in their areas, for example by 
allowing them to use bus lanes or 
park for free. Of the total 
investment, £32 million is 
earmarked for infrastructure boosts 
to increase the number of charging 
points that are currently available. 

The £5,000 incentive scheme, 
which can be used against cars like 
the Nissan Leaf, pictured, and 
Renault Zoe, will continue until 
2020, or until at least 50,000 grants 
have been awarded.

Riding the wave to the top 



The way we were: The winter floods almost put paid to Leatherhead’s promotion 
hopes, but the fears proved unfounded

When Leatherhead chairman 
Peter Ashdown surveyed the 
scene at Fetcham Grove in 
January, he was knee-deep in 
flood water. 

But if he was a multi-mil¬ 
lionaire he could today swap 
the dirty River Mole overflow 
for the finest champagne 
after his side overcame ad¬ 
versity to win promotion to 
the Ryman Premier League. 

In his five years in the hot- 
seat, Ashdown has witnessed 
promotion before - followed 
sharply by the disappoint¬ 
ment of immediate relega¬ 
tion - but this time round it 
means so much more. 

Not only does he believe the 
side is better prepared under 


boss Richard Brady, he also 
believes that the community 
spirit borne out of the re¬ 
sponse to the floods will push 
them forward to become an 
established Ryman League 
top-flight side. 

Ashdown said: “Promotion 
means an awful lot to every¬ 
one associated with the club 
and it is a huge relief, espe¬ 
cially when you consider all 
the problems we have faced 
this season. 

“It shows the strength of 
character in this club, and I 
don’t just mean from the 
players, I include the sup¬ 
porters and everyone from 
the community who came to 
the ground to help with the 
clear-up operation after the 
floods. 

“The response was over¬ 
whelming and without them I 
often wonder if we could 


have kept going. But we did, 
and now we want to estab¬ 
lished ourselves as a Ryman 
Premier League side. 

“Everyone, whichever sport 
you play, wants to play at the 
highest level possible, and we 
are no different.” 

Ashdown, who is also the 
chairman of Leatherhead 
Cricket Club, believes Brady 
will not be making big 
changes to the side, with 
only a couple of names being 
added over the summer. 

However, while promotion 


will bring extra revenue 
from larger gates, there will 
not be a transfer war chest 
for the manager. 

Ashdown said: “To be hon¬ 
est, any war chest floated 
away with the floods, but 
we’re not just aiming for 
survival and I believe 
Richard is already making 
plans for next season. 

“It is a balancing act be¬ 
tween making the most of the 
extra gate money, and using 
it wisely on new players. 

“The Ryman Premier is a 


very physical league and 
we will need to be ready for 
that, but Richard has the 
experience. 

“When we were relegated 
last time round, we had not 
prepared well enough for 
what we were about to face, 
but this time I believe we will 
be ready.” 

He added: “With the sup¬ 
port of the community be¬ 
hind us we came through the 
floods, and I believe they can 
help us push on to greater 
things next season.”
